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Reasons for allowance

The present invention is drawn to a radio frequency integrated circuit utilizing a 
receiver section, transmitter section and transmit/receive switch. The transmitter section 
includes mixing module, power amplifier, bandpass filter and transmit signal strength 
indication module, wherein the transmit signal strength includes a peak detection circuit 
and a peak to power conversion module.

operational amplifier: the first input transistor, the second input transistor, the rectifying 
transistor, the current source, the first active input load transistor, the active output load 
transistor and the output transconductance stage" as recited in claim 9;
